REV.DR.PRIME 


The Rev. Dr. S. Irensens Prime died 
at Manchester, T t , on July 18th. 


Samuel l^ensens PHme was bom at 
Ballston, N. Y., on November 4, 1813, 
and was the son of the Bev. NfMihaniol 
Scndder Prime- He inherited literary 
tastes from his father, and developed

precocious aptitude as a student. ^ He 
was onlv thirteen when he Wiis admitted 
to Williams College, and 
when 
he 
graduated three years later he was 
among the first honor students of his 
class. 


He at once began to study theology 
diligently, and received his license to 
preach in 1833, when twenty years of 
age. He preached his first sermon in 
the town of Bedford. He continued to 
study so hiir<l while working as an 
itiuerant Presbyterian clergyman that 
his liealth broke tlown, and he was com- 
pelled by liis physician to take a long 
rest. 
He went back to work with siich 
unremitting zeal when his long vacation 
was over that his health failed a second 
time and compelled him to choose an- 
other occu 
tastes led 


nation than the pulpit. 
His 
lim into literutuj-e and jour- 
nalism, and in 1840 he obtained an 
editorial position on the -New York 
Obm-mr and infused new life into the 
editorial page of that periodical. 
He 
secured a controlling interest by pur- 
chase, in 185S, and from that time to his 
death coutiiiued the chief editor of the 
Obscrrxr. His capacity for work aston- 
ished those about him. 
For years he 
contributed to the paper six columns of 
matter a week, and when fire swept 
away the old officos in Park Row in 1880 
he took two stciiographers to a parlor in 
a hotel and dictuted a whole page of 
editorials in a few hours, and the jjaper 
api^eai-ed promptl3' on time. 


Dr. Prime passed aliout four years in 
travel abroad and published sketches at 
his journeys and niiiny other volumes. 
His works'include "Travels in Europe 
and the East," "Letters from Switzer- 
land," "The Alhambra and the Kerm- 
hn," 
"The 
Old 
White 
Meeting 
House," '' Life in New York," '' Animals 
of the English Bii)le," "Thoughts on 
the Death of Little Children," 
"The 
Power of Prayer " (a sketch of the Fulton 
street prayer meeting), "The Bible in 
tlie Levant," "Memoirs of the Rev. 
Nicholas Murray," "Under the Trees," 
and "Life of S. F. B. Morse." 
" T h e 
Power of Prayer," which was first pub- 
lished in 1859, was 
ti-anslated 
into 
several languages, and was reprinted in 
Em-ope, Asia, and Africa, attaining a 
circulatiou of more than 175,000 copies. 


His weekly letters signed " Irenaeus," 
have appeared in the Observer since 1837. 
He always took an active part in the 
business of the Presbyterian General 
Assemblies, and was a hard working 
officer in many religious societies. 
He 
met many public men, and often told 
anecdotes of his meetiiigs with every 
President of the United States from An- 
drew Jackson to Chester A. Arthm\ 


Dr. Prime was married half a century 
ago, and leaves a widow and four chil- 
di'en, two sons and two daughters.

On July 31 he was 
appointed to the command of the troops 
at Mexico, Mo., fonuing apart of Gen. 
Pope's force, and on Aug. 23 was pro- 
moted Brigadier-General of Volunteers. 
Gen. Halleck, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Missouri, gave (Jraut the com- 
mand of the district of Cairo. In Feb- 
ruary, 1863, he advanced on Forts Henry 
and Donelson with 15,000 men. 
Fort 
Donelson was taken after a desperate 
and bloody assault ten days later. As 
the first great victory of the Federal 
arms, this capture roused the country 
to the highest pitch of enthusiasm, and 
Grant was made a Major-General, his 
commission dating from the day of 
battle. 
On April 6, 1863, reorganizing 
the Union army, which had been almost 
routed by Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston 
at Pittsburg Landing, Grant drove the 
Confederates back to Corinth. The loss 
was not far from 13,000 on each side. 
Gen. Grant was sligb:ly wounded. 
On the recall of Halleck, Grant was 


S'ven command of the West Tennessee 
epartment, defeated Pi-ice, put Rose- 
crans in command at Corinth and moved 
on Vicksburg with the Thirteenth Army 
Corps. After several unsuccessful at- 
temi>ts against "tlie Gibraltar of the 
Mississippi," he laid siege to tlie city on 
the 18th of May. After desperate fight- 
ing and fearful carnage the place sur- 
rendered July 
4, 1863, with 37,000 
prisoners. 
With neai-ly 700,000 men in 
the field Grant now ]>lanned two cam- 
paigns to be carried on simultaneously 
agamst vital points of the Confederacy 
—the one under Gen. Meade to operate 
against Richmond, defended by Lee,

other, under 
Sherman, 
against 
Atlanta, defended by Johnson. 


Grant be^xn his operations against 
Richmond May 3 with a force of 140,000 
men. 
The day after the success of 
Spottsylvania he sent his famous des- 
patch to the Government, which closed 
with the words : " I purpose to fight it 
out on this line if it takes all summer." 
His losses during this campaign were 
54,551 killed, wounded and missing. 
Lee's losses were 33,000. The situation 
then narrowed itself down to a seige of 
Petersburg, which (irant began. 
Graut 
conducted the operations against Peters- 
burg with vigor, but at a terrible cost of 
b l o o d s h e d . 
On April 3, 1865. 
Peters- 
burg fell, and the next day the "last 
ditch " was crossed and Grant entered 
Richmond. 
Then came the historic 
scene at Appomattox Court-House, when 
Gen. Lee surrendered with 37,000 men 
on April 9. 


In 1868 Grant was elected President 
of the United States and was re-elected 
in 1873.

During the 
last 
session of 
the 
Forty-second Confess 
the salaiy of 
the President was doubled. 
On March 
4, 1877, Grant retired from the Presi- 
dency, and on the 17fch of May he em- 
barked, with liis wife and elder son, at 
Philadelphia on a tour around the 
world.

Tlie Wabash in Court at Chicago 


In the Wabash railway litigation be 
fore Judge Blodgett, Elmer W. Adkin 
son, of the town of Lake, yesterday filed 
a petition for an order of the court to 
compel the Wabash road to carry passen 
gers on their cars running between Chi 
cago and Sixty-third street in return for 
tickets issued by the Western Indiana 
railroad company.
